ANNEXURE - I 


State Levei Fee Structure Committee 


Recommendations 


For the purpose of laying down an appropriate 
scheme of Fee Structure the following parameters 
were recommended and adhered to . 


This prescribed scheme of Fee structure is 
recommended subject to the condition that the 
Institutions comply with the requirement of 
undertaking Infrastructure Developmental 
Activities as listed out in the Annexure - B , by the 
month of May 2006 , and May 2007, Director of 
Technical Education will arrange to inspect these 
Institutions immediately after the stipulated time 
period and submit a report on the extent of 
compliance to the Fee Structure Committee for its 
consideration and issuance of further directives 
in the matter. 


( 1 ) Any increase in fees should be gradual over 

the period of years in question . 


(2 ) The recovery of Capital Investment should 

be spread over longer span and charged by 
way of depreciation . 


( 3 ) Like Institutions ( e.g. Engineering Colleges 

or HMCT Polytechnics ) should have an 
identical Fee Structure , as variations in fees 
from Institution to Institution may lead to 
disparity and may not be advisable in a small 
State like Goa . 


The Committee also shared its concem on the 
issue of the burden , which represents the new 
structure of uniform fees for the students coming 
from economically weaker section and 
recommends a 50 % concession to such students 
in respect of Development Fees only. However this 
concession should be restricted to the lowest 10 % 
of student intake and strictly based on economic 
criteria . 


( 4 ) Fees prescribed for a particular course at the 

time of admission should remain unaltered 
throughout the course . However, fees pre 
scribed for different batches of students to 
be admitted from year to year, can vary . 


Diploma Level Institutions (Hotel Management 
and Catering Technology ).- The fees for Hotel 
Management and Catering Technology course for 
each of the years ( i.e. 1st, 2nd & 3rd years ) of the 
course should be same i.e. to say that there should 
be no difference in the amount of the fees charged 
for the 1st year, 2nd year , 3rd year of the 3 year 
Diploma course offered by these Institutions . 


Private Engineering Colleges.— The Committee 
was of the view that with the existing interim Fee 
Structure the Institutions could meet the 
operational recurring costs . However, for the 
purpose of establishing and developing 
appropriate infrastructure , substantial capital 
investmentwas essential. However the Committee 
found that the depreciation costs accounted for, 
by these Institutions , which are as per the Income 
Tax guidelines, appeared to be on higher side in 
the context of Technical Educational Institutions . 


These Institutions shall introduce the component 
of Development Fees for diploma course in Hotel 
Management and Catering Technology, 


The Committee recommends that fees for Private 
Hotel Management and Catering Technology 
Polytechnics in the State of doa viz . Guardian 
Angel s Institute of Hotel Management and 


Oproti 
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Catering Technology, Curchorem and Fr. Angel s 
Institute of Food Crafts & Culinary Sciences, Verna , 
shall be as specified in Annexure - C. 


Management Institutions. On an analysis of 
the Audited financial statements submitted by the 
Goa Institute ofManagement, it was observed that 
there are substantial surplus funds available to the 
Institute as a result of an excess of Income over 
Expenditure . The Committee also noted that till the 
end of financial year 2004-05 the level of 
expenditure was slightly on the lower side . The 
Committee indeed acknowledged that this was 
most probably due to various circumstances and 
predominantly the fact that the services offered 
by the Director were honorary , some various 
Co -curricular activities were sponsored by 
Industries , a Corpus Fund was not established , 
additional/ spare Faculty capacity for involvement 
in Research Activities was not created , etc. 


salaries , consumables etc. do escalate every year. 
The Committee as such recommends that the Fee 
Structure for Goa Institute of Management for the 
academic year 2005-06 and 2006-07 should be as 
specified in the Annexure - D. The Institute may 
also utilize the surplus funds thus generated to 
create tangible additional infrastructure being 
however free to approach the Committee for a 
suitable increase in fees for the year 2007-08 , if 
still higher increase appears to be justifiable 
upon satisfying it of the necessity for such an 
increase . 


The members of the Committee again shared its 
concern on the issue of the burden of the uniform 
fees to the students coming from the economically 
weaker section of the society. The Committee thus 
recommends a 25 % concession to such students 
in Tuition Fees only . However this concession 
should be restricted to the lowest 10 % of students 
intake strictly based on economic criteria . 


... 


In spite of that and through the level of fees 
charged by the Institute is on the lower side 
compared to the Institutions of similar status , the 
Committeewas of the opinion that the present level 
of fees may not be raised for the year 2005-06 , the 
reason being that the surplus funds available can 
be first spent , if necessary, for its urgent and any 
other eventual requirements . 


The total amount of Fees prescribed ( annual or 
:: semester basis ), in the above Scheme of Fee 

Structure for various private un -aided Institutions 
shall be the upper limit of fees chargeable and the 
said Institutions are not allowed to charge any 
other fees in addition to the fees prescribed herein 
above. The Committee , however, recommends that 
the private un -aided Institutions in the State might 
be given the option to allow a discount up to 20 % 
in the fees payable by the students . 


However for the year 2006-07 a nominal increase 
of 10 % is to be considered as a normal increase in 
view of the fact that operational costs viz . staff
